WASHINGTON, D, 0. Oct. 28.—Virginia 


Democrats in "Washington are nnensy 
over the Presidential outlook in the Old 
Dominion. 
In 1884 the Democrat!0 


plurality was upward of 6,000. 
Two 


years later the Republicans elected all 
but three members of Congress, and 
carried the State by some 20,000. A 
year ago in the elections for members of 
the State Legislature the popular vote 
was about equally divided between the 
two parties. In the campaign for Gov- 
ernor three yeara ago Fisz L^e carried 
the State by some 16,000, but that wan 
an enthusiastic campaign, the like of 
which bad not been seen in Virginia in 
years. The issue was "the debt Vir- 
ginia owes to the Lees," whioh is a ral- 
lying cry that insures a big Bourbon 
majority. But the debt which Virginia 
may owe to Grover Cleveland is of 
another sort, and some of the more en- 
lightened Democrats freely admit that 
it is not worth the Electoral vote of the 
State. 


Cleveland is personally unpopular in 


Virginia, and not without reason. 
Two 


•years ogo when he visited Richmond be 
snubbed many of the best citizens. 
This year he was again invited to make 
tbe trip.

headed by Senator Daniel came to 
Washington bearing a special invitation 
for the President. The day they ar- 
rived Mr. Cleveland was at Onkview.

an Act relating to an election, approved 
March 5th, 1885: 


SKOTION 1.—Tbat'it shall ba unlaw- 


ful for any one to print, or cause to be 
printed, to distribute, or cauao to b» 
distributed, or to have in his possession 
with intent to use the same, prior to or 
at an election authorized by law except 
as hereinafter provided, any ballot or 
ballots, upon which are printed any 
name or names other than the regular 
nominees of any political party, which 
shall in convention, or otherwise, nom- 
inate candidates for a pnrt or all of the 
offices authorized to be filled at aii elec- 
tion by the electors of this State; provid- 
ed, nothing herein snail ba construed to 
prevent any name or names of any can- 
didate or candidates being erased on any 
ballot or ballots, nud auy unnia or names 
being substituted therefor in writing, 
and the use of mixed ballots, when such 
ballots do not purport to be ballots o! 
any one political party, nominating can- 
didates as aforesaid. 


SEC. 2. That any person or persons 


who shall violate auy provisions of the 
foregoing section Khali be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and, on conviction 
thereof, shall be fined in any sum not 
leas than $25, and not to exceed $500, 
or shall be imprisoned in the county 


l any time not to exceed six months, 


or shall be butli fined and imprisoned 
as aforesuid.
